A New Cable Road, for the East 
Side 


Council yesterday granted a franchise to 
J. M. Thompson and Geo. C. Knox for a 
cable railroad along New High, Virgin and 
Buena Vista streets to the river, and thence 
into East Los Angeles along Hoff street 
to Chestnut street. A _ petition § signed 
by W. Hellman and _ other inter- 
ested parties, protesting against the 
franchise on the ground that there were al- 
ready enough car-lines to the east-side city.

THE CAMPBELL CASE. 


Lord Colin Again on the Witness- 
Stand—A Scene in Court. 
Lonpon, Dec. 8.—[By Cable.}] The trial 
of the Campbell divorce case was resumed 
to-day. Counsel for Lady Colin Campbell 

asked that. an order be issued compelli 
Lord Colin to give further security for the 
payment of his wife’s costs. This the judge 
refused to grant. Lord Colin was again 
called to the witness-stand. He testfied that 
Lady Colin admitted in July, 1883, while ill, 
that she received two or three letters each 
day from the Duke of Marlborough. She 
refused to show the letters to him. She also 
confessed to receiving letters from Gen. 
Buller. 

Here Blood, father of the plaintiff, rose in 
court, and shaking his fist at Lord Colin, 
said: “*You are making infamous charges 
against. your wife. It is not the first time 
you lied regarding her.” : 

Lord Colin denied that he had com- 
mitted adultery with Mary Wat- 
son; said that he had _ taken action 
in Paris against his wife under his solicit- 
or’s advice; denied having asked Lady Miles 
to apologize to Dr. Bird for having alleged 
that the doctor caused a misearriage. Under 
cross-eXxamination he refused to swear that 
she had a misearriage. His illness began in 
1871; was afterward continuous from 1576 
to Iss4, when he was perfectly well. He 
remembered that at the trial» of 1584 
the jury was asked to say whether 
or not he suffered from disease 
which could .be communicated. At that 
time he heard his counsel say there was 
not a single charge of any kind against Lady 
Colin. Ellen Brown and Mrs. Duffy told 
himin J wc 1883, what they had testified, 
and he believed their statements. He ad- 
mitted having remonstrated with his wife 
against overdoing her strength with charita- 
bie work. When asked if his wife ever lied 
to him, he said she used deception. He 
admitted that after his wife left him at 

4ion House his brother Walter called to see 
at Cadogan While absent 
Lady Colin corresponded with him until the 
final rupture. He only kept one of her let- 
ters. ‘Lhis letter was written in December 
issl. It began with “Darling Boy’ 
and ended with “Your Arab.” After 
the marriage was consummated Lady 
Colin never said she had suffered 
from something she was unable _ to 
understand. He did not remember having 
told his wife to take precautions. He ad- 
mitted that he told her to consult with her 
sister; but not about anything she told him. 
When pressed he admitted having said 
previous to the trial that he told his wife to 
take precaution to prevent having children. 
This admission caused a sensation in the 
courtroom. Lord Colin further said 
that his means were limited. His wife 
provided £1000 to furnish their house, 
and she bought the furniture at 
auction sales and decorated the house at her 
own expense. Ile admitted that Rose Baer 
was dismissed July 17th, not as she swore 
on the 4thof June. He believed his wife 
went to Leigh Court July 10th. If his coun- 
sel said Lady Colin rushed back sud- 
denly and dismissed Rose Baer, witnesss 
was bound to believe him. [Laughter.} 
Lord Colin admitted having used violence 
on Mrs. Duffy. He further admitted that 
when he asked Lady Colin, in May, 1883, to 
withdraw the message she had sent to him 
that month, his wife replied, “I will, but for 
God’s sake leave me alone.” Lord Colin 
also said that the Duke of Marlborough sent 
presents to Lady Colin at their marriage 
and dined with her afterward.

SAN Francisco, Dec. 8.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.}] Stocks opened weak 
on the morning session to-day, and prices, 
with the exception of Gould & Curry, were 
alllower than the closing quotations last 
night. Consolidated Virginia, the leading 
stock, opened at #45, a loss of $7, and under 
a sale of 500 shares, went to #4. It recoy- 
ered on the close to $45.50. Best & Belcher 
lost $1.50, closing at $21.50. Chollar was 
lower, at $7.75, and Crown Point lower, 
at $8. The closing quotations for other 
stocks were: Hale & Noreross, $8; Mexi- 
can, $11.624¢; Potosi, $18; Savage, 319.50; 
Yellow Jacket, 38.25; Ophir, #21. Sierra 
Nevada and Utah were unusually weak, the 
former opening at $12.50 and closing at 
$8.75, ca loss of ¥4.25. Utah, which closed 
last night at $17, sold down to $12 this morn- 
ing.

STILL DECLINING. |

A REACTION. 

Everything went bowling along at a 
most satisfactory rate until the great 
financial panic of 1873-"74 swooped down 
upon the United States—and then the 
deluge. Kansas City stood still for 
awhile and trembled in its boots. 
Some of the wealthiest men, who had 
involved themselves in speculation 
and debt went to the wall. Corner 
lots were a drug on the market. 
Merchants were a-weary, and some 
of them, no doubt, wished that they 
were dead. There were not wanting 
then a great many solemn _head- 
shakers who had known all along that 
the town was outgrowing itself and 
must go back. They stood from under 
as well as they could, and numbers of 
them were provident enough to sell 
out-the?r possessions for a song. 

A REST BETWEEN TIMES. 

There were four or five quiet: years, 
butin this time the place lost no im- 
portant groun(l that it had gained dur- 
ing the boom. It was, in fact, merely 
resting and gathering strength for a 
forward spring and a grand race to 
beat its own time. 

I cannot even glance at the striking 
features of the boom which set in about 
iks0 and has continued with constantly 
accelerated force until the present time, 
with every prospect of continuance. I 
canonly speak of the great, wealthy, 
driving city of one hundred and forty 
thousand population, which I find to- 
day. 

ASTOUNDING CHANGES. 

Most of the landmarks which I re- 
member are obliterated. The sites of 
old-time corner groceries and peanut 
Stands are now graced with great 
blocks, four, five, six and seven stories 
high. Another grand opera house has 
been built, and a million dollar hotel is 
in progress. The pond where I used to 
skate has been filled in and the ground 
is covered by great wholesale houses. 
The well-remembered cow pasture in 
the suburbs is occupied by stylish brick 
residences, and the thicket where I was 
wont to gather paw-paws has gracefully 
retired to give way to a_ thirty-five- 
thousand - dollar apartment block. 
Streets down whose middle I used to 
wade of adark night are paved with 
cedar blocks, traversed by cable roads 
and aligned with stone sidewalks. 

PROLIFIC CORN LANDS. 

In the West Kansas **bottoms,.”’ lands 
that [remember traveling over when 
the corn ridges were well marked and 
the stubble still standing. are criss- 
crossed by railvoads. and piled skyward 
With bricks and mortar. I could have 
bought the property then for $50 an 
acre: it is worth now $1500 to 82000 a 
front foot. The greatest mistake of 
my life was thatI didn’t buy. Beyond 
the Union Depot—beyond the old State- 
Line House—the belt of timber and 
thick underbrush aligning the Kaw 
River has given place to the immense 
packing-houses. And, speaking of big 
buildings, what do youthink of a single 
structure covering ten acres of ground? 
Such is the packing-house of Armour 
Brothers. 

The Union "Depot and the section 
round about it is 

A BUSY PLACE, 
busy from the ground down and from 
the ground up. Here starts the ele- 
rated railroad which runs over to Wy- 
andotte, and the elevated approach of 
the cable line which climbs the bluff 
and crosses the city. Highin air above 
the elevated roads and at right angles 
With them there is a viaduct used as a 
cattleSdrive from the stock-yards to one 
of the packing-houses. Whether there 
is yet to be a suspension bridge above 
the cattle drive for these aspiring Kan- 
sas-Cityans to travel I know not, but it 
is quite possible; all things seem possi- 
ble here. In fact, I shall not be. sur- 
prised to hear of the suspension bridge 
and a balloon line above that within a 
year. The activities from the ground 
down’in this locality are represented by 
a deep excavation beneath the elevated 
road for a cable line which is heading 
for Wyandotte, Armourdale, Argentine 
or some other trans-Kaw manufactur- 
ing or residence point. Think of the 
horse cars, the cable cars, the dummy 
cars, the trains opine and going on 
the sixteen lines of railroad which focus 
here, and the throngs of people daily 
and nightly surging through, and you 
have a faint idea of the activities of 
this locality; and I remember the time 
when it was «a corn-field. No wonder I 
feel like a patriarch. 
FRIENDS. 

Of course I have renewed a great 
many pk want acquaintances here. In 
the light of the astounding transforma- 
tion which I meet on every side, it 
seems as though the people have 
changed less than anything else. 
had a delightful visit of an hour or more 
in the office of the Journal, where. in 
lang syne,[ was a “cub.” Col. Van 
Hlorn, the editor-in-chief, the Nestor of 
Western newspaperdojn, and the father 
of Kansas City, looks not a hair older 
than he did ten er twelve years ago. 1 
told him so. and he said: Well, we 
old fellows can’t afford to change; it’s 
too serious a matter.’ Mr. J. A. Mann, 
the business manager, an old friend of 
mine, was particularly kind in showing 
me through the establishment. The 
Journal has been immensely prpsper- 
ous. Six years ago it built a home of 
its own, on Sixthand Delaware streets. 
and has now outgrown it and sold it. 
A year hence the paper will be estab- 
lished in anew seventy-thousand-dollar 
building on Walnut street.

ercised. If one thing is certain beyond 
another, in municipal politics. it is that 
a majority of the citizens of this pro- 
gressive and high-toned city demand 
clean government. They will uphold 
the Chief of Police, who shall firmly, 
fearlessly and honestly enforce the laws, 
and particularly the laws against gam+ 
bling. The gaming craze in its various 
forms, has_grown to atrocious propor- 
tions here, and its devotés have be- 
While such of 
fenses against good morals can prob- 
ably never be entirely effaced, in a city 
of this size, they can be repressed toa 
minimum—and they must be. Every 
good citizen should camp on the trail of 
this proposition until the end is effected. 
The eyes of the city will be on the new 
Council to see that a square start is 
effected in this connection: and there- 
after to see that the race is run squarely 
to a finish. | 

In the present ease, it is probably as 
well that the matter was allowed to end 
with a simple resignation. Chief 
Davis's troubles have arisen, it 
is believed, rather from weakness than 
from innate depravity. and there was 
no disposition to hound (him down. 
Hereafter, however, let it be under- 
derstood that failure on the Chief's 
part to do his ‘duty in this respect 
means official decapitation—and crim- 
inal proceedings if there be ground for 
them—and the knowledge will prove 
salutary. 

But one thing remains to be said, and 
that is concerning Officer John L. 
Fonck. ile was suspended and then 
discharged from the torce for charging 
what he was at the time unable to 
prove. The events of yesterday, how- 
ever. vindicated his position, and pal- 
pable justice demands that he be re- 
instated, with pay for the time he has 
lost. That is a proposition which ad- 
mits of no argument. and about which 


there will presumably be no difficulty. 


' Plain Answer to a Malicious, Attack. 


The Herald of yesterday morning 
coutains an intemperate and entirely 
unealled-for attack on Gen. Vandever, 
in the guise of an interview witha 
party of the name of Le Grand Bying- 
ton. The gravamen of the charge is 
that Gen. Vandever held a seat in the 
Thirty-seventh Congress which Bying- 
ton claimed, and that Vandever drew 
two salaries from the government—one 
as Congressman and the other as a gen- 
eral in the army. 

Gen. Vandever, who chances to be in 
the city, furnishes us the following 
statement, which. while plain and dis- 
passionate, effectually meets Byington’s 
charges at every point: 

“Mr. Lynch admits a statement in his 

paper regarding a contest for a seat in 
Congress, alleged to have occurred in 
186] between Gen. Vandever and Le 
Grand Byington, of Lowa. This: is so 
very far from the truth that I feel con- 
strained to correct it. 


In the first place, Byington was 
not a candidate tor Congress in 
1860. In that year Vandever's 


opponent for Congress was hon- 
orable Democrat, the distinguished 
Beh. M. Samuels. widely known and 
universally respected in the State of 
lowx. Vandever was elected by nearly 
ten thousand majoritv. The next vear 
Byington set himself up and run for 
Congress and got himself voted for in 


a few localities. no other person think- 


ing that the election of the year pre- 
vious Was invalid. Vandever at -this 
time had not entered the military 
service, nor had he been commissioned 
a brigadier-general. He was plain 
William Vandever, the civilian. In 
September, 1861, he was cominissioned 
by the Governor of the State of [Lowa

A year afterward 
he was promoted to brigadier-gen- 
eral in recognition of the services 
he rendered in the battle of Pea Ridge 
and other engagements. In the mean 
time Byington turned up as a claimant 
for Vandever’s seat in Congress by 
virtue of a few irregular votes cast for 
him out of season. Congress rejected 
iyington’s claim to a seat, and refused 
to vote him any allowanee for expenses, 
his pretense of a right to sit as a mem- 
ber of the louse being regarded as ab- 
surd by Democrats and Republicans 
alike. Yandever never appeared in 
resistunee to Byington’s claim to a 
seai. Hlehad more important duty to

perform about that time. 


Logan, Blair and Vandever had all 
left Congress and led regiments to the 
field for the suppression of the rebel- 
lion without formally resigning their 
seats: und the question being raised 
whether by thus entering the military 
service they did not forfeit their right 
to seats In Congress, the House, on a 
consideration of the question, voted 
that they did, and the next day, upon 
a reconsideration, rescinded that vote. 
The question was raised in regard to 
Vandever, but it applied to half a 
dozen other members—Marston, of 
New Hampshire; Van Wyck, then of 
New York, now a Senator from Ne- 
braska, as well as to those above men- 
tioned and others. 

The charge that Vandever drew pay 
as brigadier-general and as a member 
of Congress at the same time, is a pure 
fabrication; and so is the charge that 
he came out of the service rich. He, 
in fact, was poorer at the end of the 
war than he was at the beginning.

KILGORE. 


THE MURDERER OF J. H. OLD- 
RIDGE NOW ON TRIAL. 


Jury Finally Secured and Evidence 
Taken — Damaging Testimony as 
to the Premeditation of the 
Kiilling. 


The ease of The People vs. dra B. Kilgore 
was resumed yesterday morning before Judge 
Cheney. C.D. Platt, after a short examina- 
tion, was sworn as a juryman, thus making 
the jury complete. 

THLODOLRE GIESE 
sworn: Knew Oldridge and Kilgore was at 
work in the room when the shooting took 


place. Kilgore came up stairs with a pair of 
shafts’ and told Oldridge they must be 
painted, Oldridge said: “Mr. Kilgore, I 


want nothing to do with you. I want no 
orders from you.” Kilgore replied: “If you 
Lean’t obeysany orders, pack up your tools and 
leave this shop.’ Oldridge had putty- 
knife in his hand and threw it 
at Kilgore. Kilgore stepped — behind 
some wagon bodies and pulled liis pistol, 
He came out, called “Look out,” and fired 
at the same moment, then going down stairs, 
1 went to Oldridge. He said: “Give me 
your hand,” and I did so. He said: *Good- 
am going,” and expired in my arms, 
They were about 15 feet apart when Kilgore 
had the knife thrown at him by Oldridge. 
Kilgore could have gone into the repos- 


itory and away Oldridge if he 
had wanted to. {Witness then drew a 
diagram of the scene of the murder 
and explained it.) Oldridge had no 


other weapon than the little ;blunt putty- 
knife [in evidence}. He was working on a 
wagon-body when he threwsit. Kilgore 
fired when Oldridge was 15 or 20 feet away.

fired. Oldridge was about 6 feet tall, but 
weighed only about 133 pounds. He was 
sickly and in bad health. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gage: Had given 
certain evidence at the inquest but did not 
mean what Mr. Gage construed him_ to 
mean. Was friendly to Oldridge and Kil- 
gore both. Knew that Oldridge had twice 
whipped Kilgore. 

_ A VISIT TO THE SCENE. 

The jury was then taken to the scene of 
he murder, the judge, attorneys and de- 
fendant, and witness Geise going along. 
The situation was there minutely pointed 
out: after which a recess was taken till 
2 p.m.

Upon the convening of court in the after- 
noon, the testimony in behalf of The People 
was resumed. 

DR. D. J. GOWAN 

sworn: Ama_ physician and surgeon. As- 
sisted the coroner to hold a post-mortem on 
John H,. Oldridge. The ball entered his left 
shoulder, “lg the upper part of the left 
lung, cut the descending aorta one anda 
half inches below the arch and lodged in the 
dorsal vertebra. We could not find the ball, 
only a few small pieces of lead. This wound 
‘aused Oldridge’s death. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gage:

DR. ANDREW M'FARLAND : 
sworn: Was Coroner of Los Angeles county 
last July.

One day as he and | 
were walking down by my shop he showed me 
a pistol and told me that he had had trouble 
with Oldridge, but was fixed for him now. 
We were walking along a few steps together. 
He showed me he had a black eve. Looked 
as though the fellow had given him a pretty 
sood dub.

sworn: L live at 220 South Hill street. Am 
bookkeeper for S. W. Luitweiler. Knew 
Oldridge. Recollect his death. Was not. in 
his immediate presence when he was killed, 
but was in front of the building when I 
heard the shot. [ turned to the men with 
me and spoke of the shot. Went upstairs 
and found Oldridge’s dead body on the floor. 
‘it was five or ten minutes after the shooting. 
Saw Kilgore talking with Luttweiler 
shortly after the shooting, right in front of 
the office. Luitweiler went upstairs, then 
he and Kilgore went up Requena street—to 
the police office, believe. 

About 8:50 o'clock that morning Kilgore 
wke a few words to Luitweiler in front of 
“ office and then went back toward the 
feoquena-street entrance of the shop. After 
the second cohyversation with Luitweiler he 
went upstairs, one to three minutes before 
the shot. When he went away, after the 
first conversation with Luitweiler, he was 
gone five minutes or more. Then he re- 
turned, spoke with Luitweiler again, and 
went upstairs. 

While we were talking after the shot, Kil- 
gore came downstairs. [Thad seen him go 
upstairs twice that morning. Saw no pistol 
in his possession then. lave seen one in 
his possession several times before, the first 
time being 3 or 4 days after he and Oldridge 
had their tirst row. He said Oldridge had 
beaten him and if the like should oceur 
again he would shoot him. Ile wouldn’t 
take anything from Oldridge. He said about 
the same thing to me probably half a dozen 
times. They seemed to have a special griey- 
anee, and _— of each other almost daily, 
so it got to be tiresome. 

Some time after first seeing pistol in his 
possession IT sawit one day in his pocket 
when he was leaning over in the office with 
his coat off. 

One Sunday after their first trouble Kil- 


Chop'House.. He spoke 10 or 15 minutes of 
his trouble with Kilgore. He said he had 
been sent up collecting to the Verdugo 
Canon, and had taken his revolver along to 
practice on the ground squirrels without 
taking aim, so if he ever needed to use the 
revolver quickly he would be able to do so 
effectively. He showed me a bullet with 
some hair on it, which he said he had shot a 
squirrel with from the buggy. 
He told me he got the pistol 3 or4 days 
after his first trouble with Oldridge. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Gage: Oldridge 
and I were good friends. Frequent!y walked 
home with hin as far asthe corner of See- 
ond and Fort streets. Once told him that 
Kilgere was armed and he must-be very 
eareful, for I believed Kilgore would kill 
him on any possible excuse. Didn’t see 
either fight between Kilgore and Oldridge. 
Up to July [Thad been Lauitweiler’s book- 
keeper, and then Kilgore took my place. 
Oldridge was thoroughty impressed with the 
idea that Kilgore was trying to turn him out 
of the shop. | was a witness at the inquest. 
Believe I testified that Kilgore said he was 
repared now, and if Oldridge attacked him 
would shoot Oldridge. Ll say the same 
now. He told me this several times. In 
telling me about practicing on the squirrels, 
he said he astonished his Mexican guide by 
i his expertness with the revolver.

ridge. Known Kilgore since some time last 
January. Roomed with Kilgore awhile at 


Mrs. Noriega’s. Think it is about 150 yards 
from the store. First saw the pistol in hil- 
gore’s possession at the Noriega house. It 
was a self-cocker. Kilgore showed it to me, 
saying he had bought a revolver. Knew E. 
P. Johnson. Remember talking with John- 
son about Kilgore’s carrying the pistol. Re- 
member saying that | knew Kilgore carried 
a pistol for Oldridge, and that he had told 
me so, substantially. [Motion to strike out 
denied. Exception noted. | 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gage: Known Old- 
ridge since November, ’85. Think he was 
left-handed. 

Reéxamined by Mr. White: How do you 
know Kilgore earried his revolver for self- 
defense? {Here ensued a skirmish upon 
this question, defense holding that Mr. 
White could not thus cross-examine his own 
witness; and the court so held. Cushing 
was a very unwilling witness and Mr. White 
eould get nothing out of him till Cushing 
was reminded that he had made the above

JOHN ERICK 
sworn: Knew Kilgore slightly. Had con- 
versation with him near Luitweiler’s some 
time before the shooting.

E. P. JOHNSON 
was recalled by defense: Have taken no 
more interest. in this case than I could help. 
Have talked with raany persons about it, but 
haven't worked up evidence nor contributed 
money. 

W. H. M’KEAG 
sworn: Am a police officer and was one 
July 27. Reeognize Kilgore, but had never 
seen him till that morning. Have seen this 
pistol before. Mr. Kilgore gave it to me at 
the police office July 27. As he handed it 
tome he said: “There’s one load out of it, 
and that’s what did the business.” I looked 
and saw that one load was gone. Remember 
the number of the pistol. It is a Smith & 
Wesson. Kilgore told me he had killed a 
man and wanted to give himself up. — - 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gage: Didn't tes- 
tify to the above remarks by Kilgore (about

GRANULAR SORE THROAT 


Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so called because on looking into the throat 
eranuiations of various sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes theee rranula- 
tions appear in patches, but gencrally they are 
regular and distinet.

Their System Ixplained—Prosperous 
Financial Condition of the Local 
Associations of San _ Francisco, 
With their Character.

The fundamental object , that is 
sought for in the establishment of 
and loan associations is ‘‘to 
enable persons of limited means to pro- 
eure homes that shall become in a few 
years their own and exclusive prop- 
ety.” In-order to explain with any 

of lucidity the manner in which 
these building societies are Conducted, 
gndto render intelligible the methods 
tobe pursued by intending participa- 
tors, the following resume treating of

association; that is to say, each mem- 
ber is allowed to borrow at the rate of 
$200 for every share subscribed. The 
security offered is then referred to a 
committee on loans, and at a subse- 
quent period the report is made as to 
the propriety of granting the loan. <A 
favorable report is made tothe board 
of directors, the validity of title 
is considered and 33000, less 
15 per cent. bid as premium, is 
paid. If the house is already built, 
then thé entire sum is at once avyail- 
able, but if the house is to be built the 
society only pays money as the erection 
progresses, 1.e€., upon the architect's 
vouchers. The great advantages of 
these associations will now become 
apparent. ‘Take a man who is paying 
$10 a month rent, who is anxious to 
buy and stop paying rent. He seesa 
house which is valued at $1200, which 
is a fair price for the one for which he 
is paying rent. Owning seven shares 
in a building society entitles him toa 
loan of $1400. At the monthly sale of 
privileges he bids 10 per cent., and thus 
buys the amount. 
per cent., upon $1400 is $140, and this 
sum is deducted from the principal, 
leaving $1260 with which to buy the 
house. A mortgage deed and a note 
of agreement are made out. These 
documents convey a promise on the 
part of the borrower to repay the money 
advanced, such repayments to be made 
as required by the by-laws of the asso- 
ciation. And now the monthly pay- 
ments commence. Upon each of his 
seven shares there is due $1 a month 
(the regular contribution by all mem- 
bers), $7. One-half per cent. a month, 
or 6 per cent. per annum, as interest is 
also payable, or $6.30, making a total 
of $13.30. Some societies vary the rate 
of interest, charging 7 or 7+ per cent. 
Living in his own house, the owner 
pays $13.30 monthly. Assuming the 
stock of the associgtion to be divisible 
in 10 years (the avefage duration), the 
following will be the result of his status 
at the ead of that period:

The house is the man’s own, the mort- 
gage is discharged,-.in all probability 
the property is: worth more than when 
it was bought. and all it has cost is 
$396. Had rent continued to be paid 
during these years, the relative posi- 
tions of landlord and tenant would not 
have been changed. The payments to 
the association have ceased, and $13.30 
monthly is available to some other use. 

THE BANK BORROWER. 


An examination of the position a 
person would occupy were he to borrow 
from a bank in lieu of joining a build- 
ing ‘society may be now illustrated. 
From a building association Mr. C 
has obtained the loan of $3000, less 15 
r cent. premitim, deducted at time of 
oan, making $2550. The extreme dura- 
tion of repayment of this sum is 108 
months or nine years. The interest on 
the money is 7 per cent.; the contribu- 
tion is $15—$1 asharea month. These 
payments will aggregate $32.50 each 
month, giving the following result:

Mr. D, instead of joining a society, 
goes to a bank. By the laws of this 
State monetary institutions are not 
allowed to advance more than 60 per 
ceut. upon upon the full value of the 
security. But, for sake of example, 
let it be surmised that the bank ad- 
vahces $2550, the amount received by 
Mr. C. For this loan, interest at the 
rate of 7 per cent. for nine years will 
accrue as follows: |

Mr. Chas borrowed from the bank 
and cannot repay the loan until ma- 
turity. To judge by the court records 
of San Francisco foreclosures seem to 
be common with these borrowers. Of 
course all goes well if money is saved 
to pay off the mortgage; but if, on the 
other hand, some untoward circum- 
Stance occurs, payment of interest is 
required, and the demand cannot be 
met, unless the bank makes some other 
arrangements; the general result is 
foreclosyre. The house and home 
which have been partly paid for by 
hard-earned dollars are lost. Not so 
with the building assvuciations. A bor- 
rower Knows, that monthly payments 
are required. In lieu of the rent money 
the installments are paid. The whole 
family are intent upon the idea of 
owning the house in which they live, so 
the money is saved, and in the end the 
mortgage is canceled. 

TWO SYSTEMS, 

There are many questions that may 
be asked as to the financial workings 
of one of these associations. Two sys- 
tems are in vogue. First, by simul- 
taneous issuance of the entire number 
of shares stated inthe deed of incorpor- 
ation—as in the case of the Equitable 
and other societies. Second, by issuing 
blocks of shares at various times, as 
adopted by the Union and others. This 
later method tends to introduce new 
blood in the association, as whenever a 
new block or series of shares is issued 
new men jjoin, and thereby the pre- 
or loans is maintained. 

Regarding the basis upon which the 
Equitable and other organizations are 
conducted, while the principles are per- 
fectly sound and safe, the workings are 
contined to the original subscribers to 
the stock. Thusif in such an associa- 
tion there are 500 stockholders, 400 of 
whom become borrowers and 100 are 
lenders, it follows that in course of time 
the value of the premiums will become 
+ aga until the loans are only 
bid for at par. ; 

Whence are the profits derived? From 
the premiums bid upon the loans, from 
entrance fees (which are nominal in the 
case of original subscribers), extra en- 
trance fees charged to new members who 
may subscribe upon the issue of new 
series shares, interest upon advances, 
fines and transfer fees. 3 

Supposing that a borrower desires to 
repay his loan before maturity. As the 
mortgage deeds and note executed at 
time of the loan being granted is 
merely to bind the borrower in security

interest. But the rule has been adopted 
in England and recognized in the 
United States that a borrowing member 
of abuilding association may redeem 
his property mortgaged and discharge 
his indebtedness to the same, upon pay- 
ment of all the future subscriptions 
which would accrue against him until 
the winding up of the series, its prob- 
able duration to be ascertained by cal- 
culation, and the future payments to 
be treated as if immediately due. - 
“ne obligations required from the 
borrower and the corresponding con- 
ditions entered into by the society are: 

First—The borrower is the owner of 
shares, which he obtained to receive the 
loan, and he promises to pay monthly 
dues of $1 a share and interest upon 
the loan until the debt is extinguished, 
which occurs when the society is 
finally wound up. 

Second—If these obligations are reg- 
ularly performed, the note is paid off 
by the stock dues and profits, which 
are credited to each indiyidual account. 

Third—The mortgage given is se- 
curity to the association that the obli- 

ations mentioned above will be met. 
‘ailing to meet them, the 
becomes due, andis payable out of the 
sale of the security. A borrowing mem- 
ber in a building assocsation is mg A 
a paid-off stock member, or an ‘‘ad- 
vanced”? member holding ‘‘redeemed”’ 
stock, and the interest paid continues 
until the association can pay off $200 to 
all members in the series, when the 
borrower receives a release of the 


mortgage, and the non-borrowing 
aor r will receive $200 for each share 
eld. 


The case of the Germania, of Sacra- 
mento, which existed for nine years, 
may be here cited. Contributions 
amounted in nine years, or 108 months, 
to $108. At the end of that period 
$200 a share was returned to the mem- 
bers. Those who were non-borrowers 
received at the rate of 20 per cent.

Such results must be ‘Ke ing to the 
members, and are equal to the profits 
made in Philadelphia by associations of 
twenty-five years standing. 
The real capital of a building asso- 
ciation is the amount that is due at any 
time to each individual member; that is, 
the amount paid in by each, together 
with such profits as may have accrued 
as a result of investing the money paid 
in by the members. Although the 
amount of capital can at any time be 
readily ascertained, it is continually 
changing, and may be called avery un- 
steady factor. There is no law definin 
the exact amount to be paid on ma 
share, but the general practice is to pay 
$1, and to pay it monthly. This is nec- 
essary to preserve the equality between 
the shares, and also serves to simplify 
the accounting, which last is of consid- 
erable importance, as it enables the 
business to be transacted at a trifling 
expense. 
One of the greatest features of these 
associations is small expense incurred 
for working charges. In one society 
in San Francisco handling over $120,000 
in one year, the office stationery, rent, 
salary and incidental expenses were 
only $1371.38, or about 85 cents per 
hundred dollars. 
The difference between a borrower 
and a non-borrower is simply that the 
former cannot withdraw from the asso- 
ciation until the loan is repaid, except 
under the circumstances before men- 
tioned, while the latter, upon notice of 
thirty days being given, can receive 
the full value of his shares with pre- 
mium. 
RESULTS ACCOMPLISHED. 

Since the establishment of these 
building and loan associations in Cali- 
fornia there has been a marked reduc- 
tion in the number of mortgages exe- 
cuted by persons of limited means, or 
rather those in receipt of wages, in 
favor of the banks. An examination 
of the books of the Union and Occi- 
dental associations prove that houses 
in the Western Addition and Mission 
are being built by means of their opera- 
tions. Similarly Oakland, Berkeley 
and Alameda are gaining in house- 
hoiders by aid afforded through the 
societies across the bay. San José, Los 
Angeles, Woodland, San Rafael and 
other interior towns are benefiting by 
the establishment of these associations. 
As has been said of them, their bene- 
ficial effect on the community at large 
cannot be estimated in dollars and 
cents. The system that encourages 
and fosters the acquisition of indi- 
vidual homes; that is fatal to commun- 
istic and socialist doctrines; that is a 
standing menace to lawlessness of any 
kind and is always ready to defend the 
just rights of others, is one of the great 

ulwarks of society. : 

In conclusion, it may be well to sum- 
marize briefly a few reasons why any 
——e man or woman desiring to 
own a home should belong to one of 
these associations: 

First—Because an association gives 
more ae on the same security than 
the capitalist or banker, the safety 
lying in the fact that the borrower 
owns shares in the concern. 

‘Second—The association aids to pay 
off. a loan by giving profits on a bor- 
rower’s shares nearly equal to the 
premium paid by him on his loan. 

Third—Payment of rent ceases en- 
tirely upon receipt of—a loan, the 
money usually set aside for rent being 
devoted to payment of monthly dues 
and interest. 

Fourth—In nine years the house is 
entirely owned by the borrower, no 
more visits from rent collectors are to 
be dreaded and within the bounds of 

robabilities the value of the property 

as increased. far beyond the sum 
originally paid for it.. 

Such are the advantages to be de- 
rived from union with these societies, 
and it is to be a that their influ- 
— will extend throughout the entire 
State.

No. XXVII.—GRANT AND MOTLEY. 


(COPYRIGHT, 1886.) 

The beginning of Grant’s intercourse 
with Motley was brought about through 
me. Mr. Motley made my acquaint- 
ance at Newport in 1868. -He was 
visiting a friend whom I did not know, 
but who was good enough to call on 
me and invite me to dinner; and [as 
charmed as every one was with the 
manner and conversation of the famous 
historian. Gen. Grant was at that 
time a candidate for the Presidency, 
and Motley had recently returned from 
Vienna, after his quarrel with Johnson 
and Seward. He was an enthusiastic 
admirer of Grant, and took a lively 
interest in my history of the general’s 
campaigns, the first volume of which 
had lately appeared. During the can- 


-yass he made an eloquent speech for 
. Grant, and sent a copy to me at Galena, 


where I was spending the autumn with 
the general. We corresponded, regu- 
larly after this, and Motley sent fre- 
quent messages through me to. the 
President-elect, whom he did not meet 
until December. 

After the election he passed some 
months in Washington, the guest of 
Samuel Hooper, of Boston, at whose 
house I met him frequently, as well as 
at that of Charles Sumner, with. whom 
he was extremely intimate. Durin 
this period he read and revised sever: 
manuscript chapters of my history of 
Grant. 

At the time of the inauguration, it 
was understood that he was a candi- 
date for the Austrian Mission, but after- 
ward he was pressed by Sumner for the 
mission to England. John Jay, of New 
York, was a prominent rival, but Sum- 
ner’s influence prevailed, and Motley 
received the appointment to London. 
I had done my best to speak well of him 
to the President. Ana General Grant 
informed me of his decision immedi- 


~ ately after it was made, and allowed 


me to announce itto Motley. This was 
a great gratification to me, and of 
course Motley was delighted. He at 
onee, however, begged me to remember 
that despite our intimacy, and my 
known relations with General Grant, 
he had never menticned the subject of 
his appointment to me; nor had one of 
his family. I took care to say this to 
the President, who was peculiarly seu- 
sative on such points. He had never 
urged his own qualifications or claims 
for any promotion, and he liked better 
the men who followed the same course 
with himself. 


A few days afterward I got a note 
from Motley, asking me to call on him. 
During the interview he asked if I 
would be willing to take the position of 
assistant secretary of legation under 
him.. He said he thought me entitled 
to a much higher place, and would not 
have dreamed of offering me this if it 
had not been suggested to him, but that 
it would be a great pleasure to have me 
accompany him. I thanked him, but I 
said the proposition was entirely unex- 
pected, and I could make no answer 
without consulting the President. I 
was at that time, as I have before 
stated, on duty at the Executive Man- 
sion, in charge of a portion of Gen. 
Grant’s unofficial correspondence, and 
also engaged on my history of his cam- 
paigns. I went direct to the President, 
who said the suggestion had been from 
himself. He had already told me that 
he meant before long to appoint me to 
one of the smaller European missions, 
but he preferred not to do this at once, 
and he thought, asI was so warma 
friend of Motley, it might be pleasant 
for me to go with him and learn some- 
thing of diplomatic duty in advance, as 
well as obtain an agreeable introduction 
to English society. Atany rate I could 
pass the summer in Europe and return 
whenever I chose and resume my place 
at @he White House. I was told that, 
thongh I was now offered the position 
of assistant secretary, I should be pro- 
moted to that of first secretary as soon 
as I had familiarized myself with the 
duties. Of this last arrangement Mr. 
Motley was not informed. I accepted 
the appointment. 

Before the new Minister sailed he 
submitted an elaborate paper to the 
State Department which was doubtless 
in part drawn up by Mr. Sumner, and 
was proposed as the draft or basis of 
Motley’s instructions as envoy to Eng- 
land. This document was written ina 
spirit and tone that would have been 
highly offensive to England, and was 
entirely unacceptable to Mr. Fish and 
to Gen. Grant, both of whom had 
conceived the idea of a pacific policy 
looking to an adjustment of our differ- 
ences with England that might be 
agreeable to both nations. Mr. Glad- 
stone had just come into power at the 
head of a liberal government, includ- 
ingisuch friends of the Union as Bright, 
Forster and the Duke of Argyle; and 
the American administration thought 
it might make terms with these with- 
out assuming an offensive attitude. 
The “‘memoir’’ which Mr. Motley pre- 
sented was therefore rejected. 

At this Mr. Sumner was very indig- 
nant. As chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs he sup- 
— himself entitled to dictate or at 

east control the foreign policy of the 
government, and would certainly be 
able to thwart or gdvance it in an unus- 
ual degree. He had been a life-long 


’ {ntimate and personal friend of the 


Secretary of State, and Mr. Fish was 
inclined to strain a point to meet his 
views, or at least to preserve kindly 
relations with him. But Sum- 
ner owas. intolerant in temper 
arbitrary in will, egotistical and con- 
eeited in sentiment, and domineering 
in manner. Mr. Fish, on the other 
hand, was stubborn, and possessed a 
will as determined as Sumner’s; he 
knew his rights, and though always 
ready to accord those of his compeers 


_ or subordinates, was equally resolute in 


maintaining his own. Nevertheless, 
for the sake of old friendship and be- 
eanse of the important political and in- 
ternational interests at issue, he was 
far from unbending or arrogant at this 
crisis. Gen. Grant was less inflexible. 
He had been used to finding subordi- 
nates obedient and others deferential; 
and though Motley was not as yet at 
fault, Sumner’s course made Grant at 
the least surprised and angry. In one 
conversation before Motley sailed, Sum- 
ner declared that if his wishes could 


not be carried out, he would tell Motley 
to resign. This assumption of a right 
to dictate to the subordinates of the 
State Department almost provoked a 


/rupture on the spot, and was received 


in a manner that did not encourage 
Sumner to renew or carry out the threat. 
The detined instructions to Mr. Motley 
were not submitted to Mr. Sumner, but 
were sent to the Minister in New York 
just before he sailed. He first read 
them on the voyage. 3 

I was to take the same steamer 
with -Mr. Motley, and a 
days before we sailed 1, asked 
the President if he had any par- 
ticular or personal injunctions tor me. 
I said I should be known to come direct 
from his side, and doubtless would be 
supposed to reflect his views, and I 
inquired if there was any tone in con- 
versation which he would like me to 
assume. He replied at once: ‘Yes, | 
particularly wish you to say that I am 
anxious for a harmonious. adjustment 
of our differences with England. Ido 
not want any ‘difficulty with that 
country, and will do my best to prevent 
one. The two nations ought to be 
friends, and one object of, my adminis- 
tration is to secure such a triendship. 
I particularly do not intend to dispute 
the right that England had to acknow]l- 
edge the belligerancy of the South. 
Say this in conversation constantly. 
Make opportunities to say that you 
know this is my position and that I 
authorize you to declare it.” During 
the voyage I repeated this conversation 
to r. Motley, for I had _ no 
idea of doing anything disloyal or 
even disagreeable to him; and 
he at once desired me_ to Say 
nothing on the subject in England. 
He declared I should embarass him 
greatly if I assumed to discuss political 
matters at all, or tospeak in any Way 
for the President. I was_ naturally 
amazed at this revoking the order of 
the President, but I attributed it to the 
extraordinary sensitiveness of Mr. Mot- 
ley. He had shown in one or two in- 
Stances a sort of pefty jealousy un- 
Worthy of him. I had intended to give 
a breakfast party before 1 left Wash- 
ington and to invite the British Minis- 


-ter, Mr. Motley, Mr. Fish and Mr. Sum- 


ner to meet the President, who had 
consented. to ¢ome, but Motley made 
ita point that I Should not give the 
party. He said it would be unbecom- 
ing in me as secretary of legation to 
invite the President to meet the British 
Minister. He did not feel that he could 
invite the head of State, and he did not 
wish his subordinate to do so. 

Mr. Motley did not show me his in- 
structions on his arrival, nor did he 
even say one word to me of his inter- 
course with the foreign office on any of 
the points in dispute with the United 
States; but 1 had, of course, access to 
the archives of the legation, and thus 
saw his instructions and read the ac- 
count of Motley’s first interview with 
Lord Clarendon, the Minister for For- 
eign Affairs. I had not known of bis 
duference with the State Department 
in America, but I said at once, to Mr. 
Moran, the first secretary of legation, 
that the Minister would be removed. 
He had disobeyed his orders, and I 
knew that Gen. Grant would not con- 
done disobedience in a subordinate. 
Moran agreed with me as to the diso- 
bedience. Motley had said far more 
than he had been ordered to say. He 
had been charged to do everything to 
cultivate friendly relations, to express 
#@ desire on the part of the new govern- 
ment to maintain the amicable feeling, 
and he had instead recited the wrongs 
that England had inflicted, and done 
this in a menacing and almost offensive 
tone, which only the good temper of 
the British government prevented it 
from resenting on the spot. Moran 
and I talked over the matter. I was 
greatly grieved, for I was attached to 
Motley and wanted to see him succeed: 
but L could not goto my superior and tell 
him that he was disobedient. He had 
not invited my suggestions, and I did 
not feel authorized to approach him on 
the subject. I felt all the more deli- 
cate because he knew so well my rela~- 
tions with Gen. Grant. 

But I wrote at once tothe President 
and told him that I thought he might 
be able to change Mr. Motley’s course. 
I said the Minister was very suscepti- 
ble to praise; that he seemed to con- 
sider himself Mr. Sumner’s Minister 
rather than that of the government, 
but that that came perhaps from an 
excess of gratitude because he thought 
he owed his tg Sumner; 
and if he could be made to feel more 
pleasantly toward the administration 
it might have an influence on his sus- 
ceptible nature. I recited some things 
he had said and done which I thought 
the President would approve, and I 
urged him to write me a letter which I 
could show Motley commending these 
acts. Gen. Grant at once complied 
with this suggestion. — 


But when the dispatch arrived in 
Washington reporting the interview 
with Lord Clarendon, the result that I 
had predicted to Moran occurred. The 
President at first insisted on the imme- 
diate recall of the disobedient minister. 
Mr. Fish was equally even 
indignant at the extraordindry action 
of the envoy, but he was less peremp- 
tory. He persuaded the President not 
to take the step of removing his most 
important diplomatic subordinate in 
the first months of his administration; 
and showed the general how the neces- 
sity might be avoided. Mr. Motley 
was informed that he had transcended 
his instructions and that the further 
negotiations of the subject would Te 
conducted in the United States and not 
at London. He was also directed to 
notify the British government that the 
views he had presented were disap- 
proved by his superiors. This, it was 
supposed, would induce Mr. Motley to 
resign, but he swallowed his humble 
pie and made the declaration required 
to Lord Clarendon. He could not, 
however, bring himself to utter the 
words in person, and therefore wrote 
them, which saved him a part of his 
mortification, but left the record in the 
= of the Foreign Office of Eng- 
and. 

I was inexpressibly pained at this 
situation, for 1 was fond of Motley, as 
every one was who was thrown much 
with him. I knew how his proud spirit 
must have been stung, and [I thought I 
knew how I could have saved him some 
of his suffering; but he|did not offer me 
his contidence, and I could not intrude. 
About this time, only four months after 
my arrivalin England, Gen. Rawlins 
died, 
ber of important papers relating to Gen. 
Grant which only he or I could ar- 
range, as we were the only two who 
had made the matters to which they 
referred our study. It was very de-

Ile had in his possession a num- 


sirable that these papers should not fall | favoritism and injure him. He pre- 


into other hands, and I telegraphed at 
once to the President that unless he 
forbade I should return to America. 
This was in accordance with his per- 
mission to me when I left. 1 received 
no refusal and made ready to start, 
writing, however, to the President in 
advance, and requesting him to ex- 
plain to: the Secretary of State the 
reasons for my return, and relieve me 
from the appearance of disrespect in 
not applying to him for my leave. 

When I found I was to return, I 
talked again with Moran about our 
chief. Iwas anxious to do the Minis- 
ter a service, and thought if I could 
carry a submissive message to Wash- 
ington I might save him further hu- 
niiliation, and perhaps the loss of his 
place. Finally,.I determined to say 
something as delicately as possible to 
the ladies of his family. 1 told them 
that from my knowledge of Gen. 
Grant I was sure he was displeased, 
and that I believed it all-important for 
Mr. Motley to change his course; but 
thatW did not venture to approach him 
on the subject, which he had never 
broached tome. They at once begged 
me to speak to him frankly, assuring 
me that he would not be offended. | 
did so, and he took my interposition in 
the best possible spirit, admitting at 
once that he might have erred at the 
start, but declaring his intention now 
to carry out the wishes of the govern- 
ment, even if they were contrary to 
his own. He implored me to make this 
fully known to the President and Mr. 
Fish, and to inform them of the result; 
and thanked me cordially for my inter- 
position, 

When I returned to America I found 
the head of the government extremely 
displeased, and my messages did not 
have the full effect desired; the expla- 
nations were insufficient. I therefore 
wrote to Mr. Motley and advised him 
to send me a letter which I might show 
to the President and Mr. Fish, repeat- 
ing in the strongest words he could 
use, the verbal messages he had sent 
through me. This he did promptly, 
and thanked me for the suggestion. 

I read this letter to the President 
and the Secretary of State, and they 
seemed to feel that there was now 
some probability that their instructions 
would be obeyed; but they determined 
to risk nothing, and the further discus- 
sion of the points at issue was not _re- 
sumed in London. Even this was not 
sufficient, high-strung as Motley was, 
to induce him to resign: for he was 


fond of the accesseries, etiquette and. 
Yet 


recedence attached to his place. 

e was, in small things as well as 
great, utterly lacking in the diplomatic 
character. Hloughton once said 
of him that he was an historian, not a 
diplomatist; he was used to meting out 
praise and blame to governments, and 
could not understand that he was to 
take orders from them. This soon be- 
came evident. 

A month or two after my return I 
resigned my post of assistant secretary 
at London, and resumed my duties at 
the White House. When this was 
decided upon the President said to me: 
‘‘Badeau, [ wish you would write to 
Mr. Motley and say I would like him 
to nominate as your successor Mr. 
Nicholas Fish, the son of the Secretary 
of State. Mr. Fish does not know of 
this. and might feel delicate about 
appointing or asking me to appoint his 
son. I wish to surprise him, s0 Mr, 
Motley will have the chance to gratif 
both me and the Seeretary of State.” 
I wrote, of course, promptly to the 
Minister, but he declined to comply 
with the President's wish, He had 
another man whom he preferred for 
the place, and whem he had promised 
to nominate if I resigned. He had 


indeed already sent an informal request, 


which probably crossed my letter on 
the ocean. But Mr. Motley at the best 
could only nominate; it was for the 
President to appoint; and the state- 
ment to any friend that he could not 
redeem his pledge would surely have 
released him. But he insisted so far 
as he could on his nomination, and 
refused to oblige the two persons on 
earth who were not able to oblige him. 
I do not know that Mr. Fish ever knew 
of this circumstance. Gen. Grant 
enjoined secrecy on me at the time, 
and I never spoke of it. to Mr. Fish or 
his family. It may be that they will 
first learn the facts when they read 
these lines. 

But the President was extremely 
angry; he looked upon the refusal as 
another piece of insubordination, as a 
proof that Motley was determined to 
do as he pleased, and not as the Presi- 
dent pleased; more than this, he re- 
garded it, after all that had occurred, 
as a personal discourtesy and defiance. 
Mr. Motley’s friend was not appointed, 
so that he lost what he wanted as well 
as the regard of the President. A day 
or two after the letter arrived Grant 
asked his Cabinet if anyoneof them 
had a man they wanted to ‘send 
to London in my stead. The place 
had not been known to be vacant, 
and at first no name was mentioned; 
but after a while Mr. Creswell, the 
Postmaster-General, suggested Mr. E. 
R. Nadal, and that gentleman, who 
was utterly unknown to Motley, re- 
ceived the appointment. Young Mr. 
Fish, at Gen. Grant’s suggestion, was 
sent as secretary to Berlin, where the 
Minister was less recalcitrant. 

During the winter nothing further 
was done about Motley; but Gen. 
Grant received from other sources re- 
ports in regard to the Minister’s social 
treatment of Americans which dis- 
pleased him. I fancy the stories were 
exaggerated, but it was said that Mot- 
ley ignored his compatriots, and that 
his deference for the aristocracy was 
so extreme that he disliked to bring 
democrats into contact with them. 

In May I returned to London, this 
time as Consul-General, and on the 
day I left Washington I dined with the 
President. He went to the door of the 
White House to bid me good-bye, and 
talked a long time in the lower halls. 
Then and. there he told me that he 
meant to remove Mr. Motley. This 
was on the 15th of May; nearly two 
months before the formal note on the 
Santo Domingo matter. He said he 
was persuaded that the Minister was 
un-American in spirit and not a fitting 
representative of democracy. He 
charged me not to disclose his inten- 
tion to any human being, and declared 
that he had not said so much even to 
Mrs. Grant; or to any one whatever, 
except the Secretary of State. He even 
said he should like to make me Minis- 
ter to England, but I replied at 
once that he ought not to think of the 
appointment. [I was not sufficiently 
prominent béfore the country, and the 
nomination would be regarded as

sumed, however, to write me fully on 


public affairs, letters which I might}. 


show and which would indicate his 
confidence in me; and he kept his word. 

As soon as I arrived in London, 
Motley asked me how the President 
felt toward him, and Ll had great diffi- 
culty in replying without betraying the 
President's contidence. Motley was so 
amiable to me personally that I felt 
more than sorry for him; he enjoyed 
his social opportunities so keenly, and 
in all social matters he so adorned his 
‘position that I should have been glad 
to see him remain. I told him he 
ought to do everything in his power to 
cultivate American society; to invite 
Americans to his house, to make him- 
self liked by them. He took my advice 
after a fashion; had Saturday after- 
noons at once for Americans, and made 
a Fourth of July party forthem. But 
it did no good, for he asked no English 
to meet them, and the Americans felt 
themselves excluded from the society 
to which their Minister was admitted 
as their representative. I also urged 
Motley, if he wished to please the 
President, to make much of the repre- 
sentatives of the Central and South 
American republics. I thought if he 
would form a democratic coterie and 
put himself at the head of it in London 
society, it would make him more of a 
power, enhance the consequence of the 
republicans, and be an advantage to 
He invited the re- 
publican Mfmisters a little, but. his 
heart was not with them. He pre- 
ferred ambassadors and royal and 
aristocratic connections in every way. 
Still he asked me to write to the Presi- 
dent What he was doing, and I com- 
plied. 

But it was of no avail. In July he read 
in the newspapers rumors of his recall, 
and of the appointment of Mr. Freling- 
huysen in his place. He was great 
shocked, and I was myself surprised, 
for Lhad thought from the delay that 
the President's feelings might have been 
initigated. Motley himself condoned 
But Grant did not oftencondone. The 
crisis finally came. Phat. 

Motley was livingin Lord Yarbo- 
raugh’s house, in Arlington street.one of 
the most sumptuous in London; he was 
entertaining sovereigns, his halls were 
filled with Titans and Murillo and Van 
Dykes. I recollect a dinner just before 
he left at which Disraeli, the Duke of 
Devonshire, the Rothschilds, and thirty 
or forty others of the highest rank in 
London were present, and the grace 
and urbanity with which he received 
and arranged the splendid company 
were remarked by all. He held no 
memorandum in his hand, but stood at 
the-center of his long table gleaming 
with silver and lights, and pointing to 
each aristocratic guest where he should 
sit and whom he should place beside 
him. His handsome, intellectual face 
was lighted up with pleasure and dis- 
tinction, and he felt himself at home. 

Poor man! The next day his post 
was required of him. He was requested 
to resign, and, unfortunately for his 
dignity, refused. The Treasury Office 
Act was then in force, under which 
Stanton had‘ held on in spite of John- 
son, and Motley availed himself of it 
now. After Frelinghuysen declined 
the place it was offered to Masters, of 
Indiana, who was also unable to accept 
it, but Motley remained against thé 
wishes of his own government, of course 
discredited botu in society and at 
court, With no business whatever in- 
trusted to him, presenting the unprece- 
dented spectacle of a representative of 


a country which did not wish him to. 


represent it; a diplomatist defying in- 
stead of supporting his government; a 
gentleman retaining a sition in a 
service that sought to discover him. 
He even oe in society of his 
treatment, and thus injured his country 
instead of benetiting it. If was sup- 
posed in English society that he had 
been displaced because of his prefer- 
ences for England, whereas the fact 
was directly the contrary. Mr. Badaue, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, said to 
Mr. Moran about this time, and Moran 
told it to me, that he would not have 
retained a subordinate the day after the 
final letter that Motley had written in 
disobedience of his instructions. 
Finally, as the time approached when 
Congress. would meet, then the govern- 
ment could report its action. The first 
secretary, Mr. Moran, was directed to 
assume charge of the legation, and as 
Mr. Motley still refused to resign, he 
subjected himself .to the indignity 
which the administration had sought to 
save him; he was expelled. 

He never recovered from the effect of 
all this on his health and spirits. He 
remained a short while in England, vis- 
iting his numerous friends, who strove 
in every way to soften the bitterness of 
the situation, though I never met one 
who “approved his course in holding 
office after he had been requested tore- 
sign. Some of them thought from what 
he told them that he had been harshly 
treated, but they all admitted the right 
of a government to select its own Min- 
ister. I saw him occasionally, but our 
intercourse was, of course, painful. 
We reminded each other too much 
of the past. He soon went to 
Holland, where the gee offered 
him a villa in which he wrote his 
volume of John of Barneveld. Then 
he returned to Englandand went about 
a little in the world, but his strength 
and vivacity were gone. To have been 
repudiated and dismissed by his own 
government was a blow from which his 
proud spirit could not recover. In 1873 
he had a neuralgic or epileptic fit, 
from which he rallied for awhile. Then 
his wife died of a cruel and lingering 
malady. This crushed him more com- 
pletely still, and in the spring of 1877 
he passed away suddenly at the end. 
Two days before the end Gen. Grant 
arrived in England, and I was told by 
an intimate and mutual friend that 
when Motley was informed of the ex- 
traordinary reception of the ex-Presi- 
dent he replied: **I am glad of it; Grant 
isa great man and a representative 
American.” 

The first Sunday that Gen. Grant 
spent in London he was invited to a ser- 
vice in Westminster Abbey. Dean 
Stanley preached the sermon, and spoke 
tenderly of the loss to literature and to 
English society of the graceful and elo 
quent historian, who had been his inti- 
mate friend, and then turned in the 
same discourse to offer welcome to that 
other American who had been General 


and President in the country which. 
Motley had represented in England. 
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
